measures taking up practically 
the’ entire afternoon. Second 
reading was given an act respect- 
ing the supreme court, and admin- 
istration of justice; third read- 
ing was granted the bulk sales act 
amendments and from committee 
the house reported the mother’s 
pensions bill. H. L. Montgomery 
chairman of the municipal law 
committee, reported the amend- 
ments to, the Edmonton charter. 

Moving the second reading of 
the Lacombe and Blindman Vall- 
ey railway act, Premier Stewart 
reviewed briefly the course of ev- 
ents which followed incorporation 
of the company in 1909. During 
1913, under a provincial guaran- 
tee of $7,000 a mile, work was ca- 
ried forward on the line providing 
a light railway service subsequen- 
tly between acombe and Bentley. 
In 1914 it became necessary for 
government to take over the sy- 
stem, acquiring some of the pri- 
vate stock at 45cents on the dol- 
lar, totaling $1,841,35.

ee conference nearing a close and 
Sir Robert Borden Expected to 
be back in Ottawa by May Ist, 
there is a revival of gossip as to 
cabinet changes and reorganiza- 
tion. 

The first question is ‘whether 
Sir Robert intends to remain in 
Janadian polities or retire with 
his laurels to accept such post as 
the British Ambassadorship. He 
has given no intimation in com- 
munications to his colleagues and 
it is believed he has no intention 
of retiring from the premiership. 
If by any chance he should re- 
sign, there is not the — slightest 
doubt as to his suecessor. It 
would be Sir Thomas White. He 
has made friends, both in the hou- 
se and in cabinet council, during 
Sir Robert’s absence. In that 
ease. Hon. Arthur Meighen would 
likely be promoted to be minister 
of finance. There have been.ru- 
mors that Sir Thomas _ himself 
might resign to re-enter business 
following the precedent of Sec- 
retary of the Treasury McAdoo of 
the Wilson Cabinet, who said he 
could not afford to remain in pol- 
ities.
